SOME RAnSJWLL BE RAISED 


Boston & Maine To Equalize Reductions Made 


Necessary By Court Decree 


"We shall be forced 
to 
increase 


some of our New Hampshire rates to 
equalize the redutions made necessary 
by the decree of the New Hampshire 
supreme court," declared JSdgar J, 
Rich, attorney in charge of the legal 
affairs of the Boston and Maine and 
New Haven railroads, 
commenting 


on the opinion of Chief Justice Par- 
sons of New Hampshire. 


"In anticipation of the decision giv- 


en by the court," continued Attorney 
Rich, "we asked the New Hampshire 
legislature to give us relief by re; 
pealing the acts of 1S83 and 1SS9, 
which 6aid rates on the leased lines 


affected by consolidation should not 
bo increased. 


"We won In some of the cases and 


lost in a majority of the others. 
There will be no appeal to a higher 
court. We are content to accept the 
ruling of the state court. The rates 
that are higher than in 1SS3 and 18S9 
will be reduced. 


"The important rates affecting New 


Hampshire's industry and commerce 
are lower than the rates reduced by 
the legisdature.

rates, which are much lower than 
required by the legislative acts, will 
be the ones affected by the rate in- 
crease."
